A. I did own the black Honda Civic. 

Q. Was that registered in your name? 

A. Yes it was. 

Q. What were the detectives asking you about 
concerning the vehicle? 

A. They asked me did I own the car, did I let 
anybody use the car. I told them, 'My husband has the 
car. ' 

Q. What, if anything, did they say next? 

A. They told me that -- they asked me to 
describe my husband and they told me that my husband had 
got in a car accident. 

Q. Did they say anything else? 

A. Not at that time. They just said he had 

got in a car accident. I asked if his brother was in 
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the car because I know he went out with his brother, or 
if anyone else was injured, and they said everything was 
fine. 

Q. This is his brother David? 

A. No, his brother Adam. 

Q. Where does Adam live? 

A. He lives in Troy. 

Q. The same last name, Thevenin? 

A. Thevenin. 

Q. And they said everything was all right? 

A. Yes. They told me it was just a minor car 
accident. 


Q. Do you know the name of either or both 
detectives that you spoke to that night? 

A. I can't recall their names. 

Q. Can you describe them for me? 

A. One was a white detective with a short 

haircut, probably like five-six or five-seven, and then 
the other one was a black detective. 

Q. Did you have any conversations with them 
after that first conversation at five or five-thirty on 
the morning of April 17th? 

A. Yes I did. 
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Q. What were the other conversations that you 
had with them? 

A. I made small talk with, like, the black 
detective when the other detective went to make a phone 
call just to follow up to see what was going on and then 
when he came back, he told me my husband had died in a 
fatal car accident. 

Q. Which detective told you that your husband 

died? 

A. The white detective. 

Q. What did the black detective say, if 
anything? 

A. He just stood in the back, like behind 
him. He was standing behind him. 

Q. Did you have any other conversation with 

either of them that morning at your house? 

A. They told me -- when I went upstairs, they 
told me that I could go over to St. Mary's to see my 
husband. 

Q. What, if anything, happened next? 

A. When we got to St. Mary's, we were met by 
another detective. 

Q. Uh-huh. 
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A. And he told me that I wouldn't be able to 
identify my husband's body; that there was an incident 
and he'd been shot by a police officer and it was now a 
criminal investigation. 

Q. Do you know the name of that detective? 

A. I don't. 

Q. What happened next? 

A. We asked him if we could talk to the 
doctor and after about five minutes he came back and 
said that he did talk to the doctor and we can't see him 
but we could go to Albany Med to identify him. 

Q. Did you then leave St. Mary's and head 
over to Albany Med? 

A. Yes, but before we left St. Mary's we were 
driving by the scene, so I pulled over in front of 
Stewart's and I asked the officer if he knew what was 
going on and he said he didn't know anything that was 
going on, he just got there, but I saw him make a phone 
call and then he told us to head down to the police 
station. 

Q. Did you do that? 

A. Yes we did. We headed down to the Troy 

Police Department and that's where we met Chief Tedesco. 
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Q. What, if anything, did you discuss with 
Chief Tedesco? 

A. He brought us in a small room in the back 
and told us that my husband was in an incident with the 
police officer and he had been shot. 

Q. What else did he say? 

A. And that he didn't have all the 
information but it's now a criminal investigation.

Q. Did they give you a card? 

A. I know one of them gave me a card but I 
can't remember what I did with the card. 

Q. What was kind of a sum total of the 
meeting that you had? 

A. Just to, like I said, just to introduce 
themselves. There was a couple of them there. Just to 

let me know that they were looking into it. 
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Q. Do you know when that took place? 

A. At the end of May. Sometime in there. 

Q. And did they ask you to come down to their 
office in Albany? 

A. Yes. 

Q. And have you heard from them since that 

one meeting? 

A. No. 

Q. Have you learned about the events that 

gave rise to your husband's car being stopped -- 
withdrawn. 

Have you learned about the events that gave rise 
to the vehicle your husband was operating being 
stopped on the Collar City Bridge? 

A. Just from what I saw on the media and the 
newspaper. 

Q. What have you come to learn? 

A. That it was a traffic stop that ended up 

in a chase and my husband being shot. 

Q. Have you talked to anybody at all who has 
described for you any portion of that evening events? 

A. No. 

Q. Did you have a funeral for your husband? 
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A. 

Yes I did. 

Q. 

And was there a wake as well? Was it all 


one? 


A. 

It was just one. 

Q. 

Where did the funeral take place? 

A. 

Newcomer. 

Q. 

Is that in Troy? 

A. 

That is in Colonie. 

Q. 

When was the funeral? 

A. 

The funeral was April and I don't remember 


the exact date. 


Q. 

And where was he buried? 

A. 

He was buried in Albany. The name is, 


like, right here but I can't remember. 

Q. That's okay. Do you remember what the 
cost of the funeral was? 

A. The funeral was a little over seven 
thousand and the burial part was a little over two 


thousand.

Have you paid those bills? 

A. 

Yes. 

Q. 

Did you pay from monies that you had, or 


did you have to raise monies in order to pay them? 
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A. His mom took it out of her savings to pay 
for the funeral and I charged the burial. 

Q. Is his mom expecting you to pay her back 
or was that just her contribution? 

A. No, just her contribution. 

Q. Did he have any life insurance at the time 
of his death? 

A. Yes, he did have life insurance. 

Q. Do you remember, off the top of your head, 
what the company who was holding the policy was?

A. Just life insurance and what is that 
not retirement. It's, like, shares he had. 

Q. A 40lk? 

A. Yes, a 401k. 

Q. Do you remember how much he got from the 
payout of the 401k? 

A. I don't recall that one, no. 

Q. Do you have that information at home? 

A. Yes I do. 

Q. I'm going to ask Theresa to put a line in 
this transcript and when you get it to review it, you 
can consult with Mr. Rose and if you could fill in that 
number, I'd appreciate it.

Q. Prior to April 17, 2016, are you aware of 
any contact that your husband had had with the Troy 
Police Department?

Q. Do you know if he had had any prior 
contact with the Troy Police Department? 

A. No he didn't. 

Q. You're only aware of one DWI conviction

A. I saw the car. It was completely blocked 
off. I saw the windshield was cracked. There was glass 


on the floor.

Q. 

Have you seen any of the police documents 


that were related to the incident involving your 
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husband? 

A. No. 

Q. Did you take any photographs that morning?

Q. When is the last time that you spoke to 
your husband prior to his death? 

A. That night when he was leaving. 

Q. Do you know about what time that was? 

A. We were talking and he realized the time 

and he said, 'Oh, I have to go.' It was around 
nine-thirty or maybe almost ten. 

Q. Had he had anything to drink that night at 

home? 

A. No. 

Q. When was the first time that you learned 

that shots had been fired and your husband had been hit 
by those shots? 

A. Monday, I googled the press conference. 

Q. What day of the week did the incident 

occur on? 
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A. 

It was Sunday. 

Q. 

And when you spoke to Chief Tedesco did he 


mention that your husband had been shot?

Yeah, he said my husband had been shot.

Who conducted the press conference?

I know the D.A. Abelove was on there.

Do you have any sources of information, 


other than the press conference and the conversation you 
had with Chief Tedesco, about the events that occurred 
on April 17, 2016?

Have you been appointed by a court as a 


representative of your husband's estate? 
A, Yes. 
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Q. What court was that? 

A. I think it was Albany. 

Q. Albany County Surrogate's Court? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Do you have a copy of the letters that 
were issued by the Surrogate Court? 

A. Oh, I'm sorry. It's not final yet. 

Q. Pending? 

A. Yes. 


Q. Do you know what time you got to St. 
Mary's Hospital that morning? 

A. It was six a.m. 


Q. And you never got to speak to a doctor at 


St. Mary's? 

A. No. 

Q. Have you ever been involved in any kind of 

lawsuit? 

A. No. 

Q. Can you describe for me the type of Dad 
that Edson was to the boys? 

A. He was very involved. He was the one that 

he would leave work to pick up from the bus stop. 

He did homework with The times I couldn't be 
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home in time, he started dinner and got the boys ready 
for bed if I was working late. 

Q. Where was the Sephora location that he 

worked for at that time? 

A. Colonie Center. 

Q. What else can you tell me about the 
relationship that Edson had with the boys? 

A. He played a lot of sports with them. He 
was more of an outside person. Like, he liked to be 
outside. So, any time the weather was nice or even if 
it was snowing, he'll be outside with the boys. He was 
teaching ^^Jhow to swim because from an 

incident that happened, scared of the water, so he was 
determined to teacl^^^^Jhow to swim. If he wasn't 
working and I was home, he was with me and the boys. 

Q. How was your relationship with Edson? 

A. My relationship was awesome with him. It 
was very loving. He was always motivating me. He was 
always trying to get me to do new things. And every 
time he would get me mad he would, like, sneak and find 
a way to cheer me up by the end of the night. He would 
plan, like, date night at least once a month so that way 

we could get out of the house without the kids. And if 
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he knew I was 

home at times, he would just ask to leave 


work early so he could pick me up for lunch. 

Q. During the time that you and Edson were 
together, were there any periods where he was 


incarcerated? 


A. 

Yes. 

Q. 

When were those incarcerations? 

A. 

It was eight months and that's when I was 


pregnant with 


Q. 

Was he released before ^^^Jwas born? 

A. 

Yes. He was released in mid June. 

Q. 

Was that from the DWI? 

A. 

Yes. 

Q. 

What hospital was born in? 

A. 

Nyack Hospital. 

Q. 

Was Edson able to be there? 

A. 

Yes he was. 

Q. 

Are there any bills that you have received 


relating to your husband's passing that you're 
financially obligated to pay? 


A. 

His hospital bills from that day. 

Q. 

From St. Mary's? 

A. 

From St. Mary's. 
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Q. Do you know how much St. Mary's is looking 
for in the form of those bills? 

A. It will be over two thousand. 

Q. Two thousand dollars? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Do those bills still remain outstanding? 

A. Yes. 

Q. As a result of Edson not being here any 
longer, are there out-of-pocket expenses now that you're 
incurring that you didn't otherwise have when he was 
with us? 

A. I'm just -- 

Q. I'm trying to get at, that you have to pay 

for a daycare provider now, whereas before maybe he 
would be the person that would watch Nate, and things of 
that nature. 

A. Nate is still going to daycare, so we 

always, like, paid half on that. Zamir -- he would pay, 

like, before and after school programs for Zamir. 

Q. So, you and Edson would kind of split the 

bills? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Did you maintain a joint banking account, 
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or did you have separate accounts? 

A. We had separate accounts. Just one had 
our name on it but nothing really went into that. 

Q. So, what were the types of things that you 
were responsible for and what were the types of things 
that Edson was responsible for? 

A. He did the phone bill. We did daycare 
together. I did my car note. When we had cable, he 
would do, like, cable. He would do some of the 
groceries. 

Q. You guys split the groceries? 

A. Yes, we would. It was pretty much 

everything, we split. His student loan, he did that. 

He paid for that on his own. 

Q. Did he still have to pay his student loan? 

A. It has to be paid but I haven't paid any 

payments with it. 

Q. What other bills or expenses would be 

split? 

A. Electric. 

Q. Split? 

A. Split. 

Q. What else? 
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A. 

The rent. His mom helped us with rent 


too, so that would be split. 


Q. 

In 2014, did you guys file separate tax 

returns? 


A. 

Yes we did. 

Q. 

And every year up until 2015, you filed 


separate tax returns, right? 


A. 

Yes. 

Q. 

Did you consider yourselves, prior to 


being married in 2015, to be domestic partners? 


A. 

Yes. 

Q. 

Did you claim each other on health 


insurance forms, or anything if that nature, prior to 
your marriage in August of 2015? 


A. 

No. 

Q. 

How many years did you date for prior to 


getting married? 


A. 

We were together fifteen. 

Q. 

Before you got married? 

A. 

Before we got married. 

Q. 

What changed in 2015? 

A. 

We were just like, 'Let's just do this.' 


We just came to a point where we said, 'Let's just do 
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this.' We were trying to save up for a big wedding. It 
just didn't make any sense. 

Q. Are you or the boys in counseling of any 
sort related to the death of your husband? 

A. No, not yet. 

Q. Do you have plans to seek counseling on 
behalf of yourself or the boys related to Edson's death? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Do you have somebody in mind that you' re 
going to go see and you haven't made an appointment yet, 
or are you still kind of vetting therapists or 
counselors? 

A. I'm still looking for me but for the boys, 
I have somebody in mind. 

Q. Who is that? 

A. It's a place a doctor's office gave me in 

Rensselaer. 

Q. Do you know the name of the group of the 
therapists, or anything like that? 

A. I don't remember. I know it had the word 
Hospice in it, but I don't remember the whole name or 
group. 

Q. How have the boys reacted to the passing 
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of your husband and their dad? 

A. They have good and bad days. is 

afraid of police officers. 

Q. And he's four? 

A. He's four. 

Q. Why is he afraid of police officers? 

A. He thinks that every police officer that 

he sees is the one who shot his dad and they're going to 
do the same to us. 

Q. How did he learn that his dad died? 

A. he learned from just the news but 

the first time they heard that Dad had passed away was 
from the two detectives that came in. They overheard 
that. But the police shooting, they heard it from the 
news. 

Q. And your older son, how is he doing? 

A. He has some good days and other days I 
have to, like, I feel like I'm picking him up out of it 
because he had a lot of questions. He doesn't 
understand why and he doesn't feel the same without his 
dad being here. He feels lost. 

Q. How are you doing? 

A. Right now, or in general? 
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Q. How about in general? 

A. I'm sorry. (Witness is crying). Some 
days are better than others. 

Q. This was the part, when I told you at the 
beginning when I said 'I'm going to ask you some 
difficult questions.' This was the part I was referring 
to. So, I'm sorry that we had to put you through this. 

A. I know. Some days are better than others. 
Sometimes I wake up thinking that he's going to be there 
and he's going to walk through the door. I feel empty, 
if you really want to know how I feel. That was my best 
friend and now he's not here anymore and I'm left to 
pick up the pieces.

A. They usually see the one doctor but his 
name is so long that I can't remember it. 

We'll put another line in there and 
you can write it in and this way we won't have to worry

Q. Did Edson have any medical conditions that 
you were aware of at the time of his death?

Q. 

How would you describe his overall general 


health at the time he passed? 


A. 

He was very healthy. 

Q. 

You mentioned earlier that he had lost a 


lot of weight in the period of time leading up to his 
death. Was he trying to get healthy or was there 
something going on and he lost weight to deal with the 
situation, or what? 

A. No, he just wanted to lose weight. He was 
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trying to get healthy. He was going to the gym a lot 
and he changed the way that he was eating. 

Q. In the media accounts that you reviewed or 
watched at the time they occurred, did you learn of any 
of the allegations as to the conduct that your husband 
has said to have been engaged in as relates to his 
interaction with the police department that night? 

A. Yes. 

Q. What did you learn from those media 
accounts? 

A. Just that he was in a car chase; that he 
tried to stop them but it ended up in a car chase and 
then I heard the 9/11, that the 9/11 dispatch called 
him, the officer. 

Q. Was that on TV? 

A. It was. It was on line. For a point, 
you're able google it. 

Q. In the context of listening to those media 

accounts, did you learn that the police radio -- that 

your husband was trying to use the car to injure a Troy 
City Police Officer? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Does that sound like something that he 
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would do? 

A. No. 

Q. Did you learn that he was stopped under 

suspicion of DWI? 

A. Yes. 

Q. And his DWI conviction that he had 

downstate relative to 2016, how many years prior was 
that? 

A. That was in -- I believe that was in '05. 
No, that was '06 because I hadin '07. So, it 
was, like, 2005, 2006. 

Q. Are you aware of whether or not Edson had 
any kind of general distrust or dislike for the police 
in general?

conscious as it related to this stop he was involved in 
on the 17th of April 2016?

I'm not going to ask you -- you're not an 


attorney, correct?

You have never had any legal training as a 


paralegal or with the law, generally? 


A. 

No. 

Q. 

Are you independently familiar with any of 


the legal terminology that's used in paragraph 3? 
A. No. 
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Q. Do you have an understanding at to what -- 
you see down at the bottom where it says, '42 U.S.C. 

1983? ' 

A. Yes. 

Q. Do you have any idea what that statute 
deals with, from your own perspective? 

A. No. 

Q. The claim, kind of boiled down, alleges 
that the police used -- improperly used -- force against 
your husband Edson. Is that how you understand the 
claim generally to be? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Do you know whether or not there were 

facts or circumstances present that allowed the police 
to use force against your husband? 

A. No. 

Q. Have you had any chance to discuss the 

facts or circumstances that led up to the encounter your 
husband had with the police on the Collar City Bridge? 

A. No. 

Q. Do you have a reason to believe --do you 
have a factual basis to believe that the police officers 

involved were less than truthful in describing their 
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interactions with your husband that night? 

A. Can you repeat that? 

Q. Sure. Do you have a factual basis to 
believe that the police officers who were involved in 
the interaction with your husband that night have been 
less than truthful in describing the interaction that 
they had with him that night?
